1. CHINA 

ARTICLE IN HK ENGLISH-LANGUAGE EDITION OF TA RUNG PAO 
THURSDAY ANNOUNCED THAT BOTH LIU SHAO-CHI AND LIN PIAO 
ARE "DEAD PHYSICALLY AS WELL AS POLITICALLY." WPS 
GREENWAY, IN HK, NOTES IT IS FIRST TIME, SO FAR AS 
CHINA- WATCHERS THERE AWARE, THAT PRC HAS OFFICIALLY 
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ADMITTED LIU'S DEATH; PREVIOUSLY, CHINESE OFFICIALS 
WOULD SAY ONLY THAT HE WAS "POLITICALLY DEAD." GREENWAY 
SAYS SOME CHINA-WATCHERS SPECULATE THAT REASON FOR 
REFERING TO LIU'S DEATH AT SUCH LATE DATE MIGHT HAVE 
SOMETHING TO DO WITH PAVING WAY FOR NPC TO DESIGNATE 
NEW CHIEF OF STATE WHEN IT MEETS. SO FAR AS CHINA- 
WATCHERS CAN DETERMINE, CHINESE PUBLIC STILL HAS NOT 
BEEN TOLD LIU IS DEAD. POINTS OUT THAT OLD ISSUE 
THAT DROVE MAO AND LIU APART - WHETHER TO STRESS 
IDEOLOGY OR PRODUCTION, STRUGGLE OR UNITY - HAS NOT 
BEEN RESOLVED, AND CONFLICT SEEMS LIKELY TO CONTINUE. 

FRANK CHING (NYT), IN HK, REPORTS THAT COMMUNIST SOURCE 
THERE, ASKED FOR INFO ON LIU'S DEATH, REPLIED: "WE 
DON'T HAVE ANY DETAILS," BUT LIU "WAS SICK AND AFTERWARD 
HE PASSED AWAY" (ABRIDGED IN SUN). 

JOC (HK) REPORTS EXPERIENCED TRADERS AT CANTON FAIR 
PREDICTING THAT BUSINESS WILL BE LOWEST IN SEVERAL 
YEARS, AND REASON IN MOST CASES IS THAT CHINESE PRICES 
HAVE NOT DECLINED AS MUCH AS EXPECTED; ALSO, CHINESE 
INTEREST IN BUYING WAS REPORTED TO HAVE DECLINED, 

AND FOR SOME UNKNOWN REASON SUPPLIES OF CHEMICALS AND 
RAW MATERIALS HAVE BEEN VIRTUALLY UNOBTAINABLE. STILL, 
THERE ARE BRIGHT POINTS AT CANTON FAIR. PRICE OF 
MEN'S SHIRTS HAS DECLINED 20 PERCENT, AND IVORY AND 
JADE CARVINGS 24 PERCENT. ON OTHER HAND, SOYBEAN PRICE 
HAS RISEN, AND JAPANESE TRADERS ARE UNDERSTOOD NOT 
BUYING; SIMILARLY, RAW SILK IS BEING OFFERED JAPANESE 
BUSINESSMEN AT 26 RMB MORE THAN PRICE OFFERED EUROPEAN 
BUYERS. SUCH PRICE DIFFERENCES COMMON AT FAIR, BUT 
GENERALLY DISCRIMINATION IS BETWEEN "DEVELOPED" AND 
"DEVELOPING" NATIONS. NOT CLEAR WHETHER PRC CONSIDERS 
MALAYSIA IN "DEVELOPING" CATEGORY, YET QUITE A FEW 
MALAYSIAN TRADERS HAVE LEFT FAIR WITHOUT MAKING PURCHASES 
AND HAVE REPORTED HIGHER PRICES. BUT LAST WEEKS OF FAIR 
ARE WHEN MAJOR TRANSACTIONS ARE TRADITIONALLY CONCLUDED, 
AND AS FAIR DRAWS TO CLOSE, PRICES GENERALLY EASE 
SOMEWHAT. 

CSM REPORTS US-PRC AGREEMENT REACHED ON CHINESE

MORE ALOOF STANCE TOWARD THIEU, WE MUST NOT LET THE 
PARALLELISM GO ANY FURTHER. THIS TIME THERE MUST BE 
NO US INTERVENTION EITHER TO RETAIN OR TO OUST A 
VIETNAMESE PRESIDENT." 

8. CHINA 

HEARST'S KINGSBURY SMITH, IN ROME, SUGGESTS THAT 
FORD'S WILLINGNESS TO MEET BREZHNEV IN VLADIVOSTOK 
"MAY RUFFLE PEKING'S FEATHERS" AND CAUSE "FURTHER 
COOLING OFF IN CHINESE- AMERICAN RELATIONS." SAYS 
EUROPEAN DIPLOMATIC OBSERVERS FAMILIAR WITH PRC'S 
CONCERN ABOUT US-SOVIET SUMMIT MEETINGS IN GENERAL, 

AND ITS "SENSITIVITY" ABOUT VLADIVOSTOK IN PARTICULAR, 

ARE "SURPRISED" THAT HAK WOULD AGREE TO LET FORD- 
BREZHNEV MEETING OCCUR IN PORT THAT FORMERLY BELONGED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO CHINA. MAO "HAS NEVER RENOUNCED CHINA'S CLAIM" 

TO VLADIVOSTOK, AND HAS MADE CLEAR THAT THIS IS 
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AMONG UNSETTLED BOUNDARY ISSUES WITH SOVIET. SMITH 
CONTENDS THAT FORD VISIT "NOT ONLY IMPLIES" THAT 
US RECOGNIZES PORT BELONGS TO SOVIET, "BUT IT WILL 
TEND TO FOCUS WORLD ATTENTION ON THE CITY AS SOVIET 
TERRITORY. IT IS THE TYPE OF PRECEDENT THE KREMLIN 
WOULD CITE IN AN ARGUMENT WITH THE CHINESE..." 

SMITH ADDS THAT VLADIVOSTOK VISIT, COMING AT TIME 
WHEN THERE ARE INCREASING SIGNS "BLOOM IS OFF THE 
FLOWERING" OF IMPROVED SINO-US RELATIONS, COULD 
STRENGTHEN PRC RADICAL ELEMENTS, WHO OPPOSED 
OPENING TOWARD US AND WHO VIEW US-SOVIET DETENTE 
WITH PROFOUND SUSPICION; AND SUMMIT ON CHINA'S DOORSTEP 
"IS LIKELY TO BE REGARDED AS A DELIBERATE AFFRONT" 

TO PEKING. "FOR SOME TIME NOW THERE HAS BEEN A 
STEADY DECLINE IN PEKING'S POST-NIXON VISIT FRIENDLY 
ATTITUDE" TOWARDS US: MORE FREQUENT REFERENCES TO 
US AS IMPERIALIST SUPER-POWER HAVE APPEARED IN 
CHINESE PRESS; EARLIER THIS YEAR AT UN,TENG DENOUNCED 
US AND SOVIET "SUPERPOWERS"; LAST MAY PEKING REQUESTED 
MARINE GUARDS BE WITHDRAWN FROM USLO; AND NCNA "HAS 
ALMOST CEASED" REPORTING CORDIAL CONTACTS BETWEEN 
AMERICANS AND CHINESE. 

ACCORDING SMITH, DIPLOMATIC REPORTS FROM PEKING HAVE 
ATTRIBUTED "CHANGE IN CHINA'S ATTITUDE" TO CONCERN OVER 
CLOSER SOVIET-US COOPERATION - WHICH HAS LED TO 
SUSPICION THAT CHIEF US INTEREST IN DETENTE WITH PEKING 
WAS TO USE IT TO STRENGTHEN US HAND IN NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH KREMLIN. "PEKING'S PIQUE OVER THESE AND OTHER 

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING COMMUNIST CHINA ARE NOT LIKELY 
TO BE LESSENED BY THE VLADIVOSTOK MEETING" (BOSTON
